However, most cabinet ministers 
pointed out that even though the 
gas was exported, and that It would 
not be until the assurance of ade- 
quate reserves had. been given, 
consumers at distant points would 
have to pay the cost of construc- 
tion of an expensive pipeline, 

One minister said he felt the 
additional cost of gas involved 
would be sufficient to influence in- 
dustries to establish in Alberta, 
where the factories would be only 
a few miles from source of the re- 
source, 

Following s Mr, Tanner's state- 
ment: 

“I do not believe that Rt. Hon. G 
D. Howe, J. A. Glen, Dr. G. S. 
Hume, or any other responsible 
official of the federal government 
connected with the survey would 
make any charge that the Alberta 
government did not co-operate. 

“The truth is that the Alberta 
government co-operated to the full- 
est right from the time a survey 
to estimate Alberta’s natural gas 
reserves was first proposed by Mr. 
Howe in a letter Nov. 15. 

The Alberta government not only 
agreed to Mr. Howe's proposal and 
replied immediately to that effect, 
but followed this up by naming 
provincial government representa- 
tives to work on the survey com- 
mission. On Mr. Howe's suggestion, 
I wrote companies and organiza- 
tions dealing in natural gas in the 
province requesting full co-opera- 
tion. 

“SO THAT THE commission 
could gather its facts with complete 
authority, I told Mr. Howe it would 
be necessary for the Dominion gove 
ernment to establish the commis+ 
sion by Privy Council order and 
that this should contain specifie 
terms of reference. 

“Although Mr, Howe agreed to 
this suggestion, the Alberta gov- 
ernment has not been advised of 
this being done, The province had 
no authority to set up such a com- 
mission, This could only be done 
by the federal government, The 
provincial representatives on the 
commission could not join in the 
work of gathering detailed evidence 
until this was given. 

“When the federal representatives 
on the commission arrived in Ed- 
monton, I telephoned Mr. Howe ree 
questing that the necessary author- 
ity and terms of reference for the 
commission should be _ rushed 
through so that provincial repre- 
sentatives could join in the work, 
This authority still has not been 
received, 

“THE SURVEY that has been 
made by the federal representatives 
can, as far as the provincial gov- 
ernment is concerned, only be re- 
garded as unofficial, Because the 
federal authority for the survey 
was not forthcoming, the co-oper- 
ation of some companies im the 
field was not given. 

“Because of this, the information 
compiled so far is not complete. 
The Alberta government co-oper- 
ated to the fullest extent by giving 
the federal representatives any in- 
formation respecting natural gas 
production or potentialities it had 
either in the Department of Lands 
and Mines or in the Conservation 


Board offices.”

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Zones for Heavy Traffic 


The city council has approved the details 
of Edmonton's 1948 paving program, Some 
half million dollars are to be spent on certain 
projects which have been given relative pri- 
ority. 

Thus, the paving of the track area on 124 
street from 102 to 118 avenues is to take 
place first. Next will come the widening of 
pavement on 115 avenue from 95 street to the 
Fort road. Third is the paving of the track 
area on 107 avenue between 101 and 113 
streets and between 121 and 124 streets. 
Fourth on the list is the widening of 102 
avenue from 140 to 149 streets. 

If cement supplies increase, further pro- 
jects will be considered by council. 

This is a substantial program of paving, 
although less than would be accomplished if 
supplies were more plentiful. 

There is a further point to be considered, 
however, in all paving projects. And that is 
the conservation of pavement wherever it is 
laid, 

Tt is just as Important to protect pave- 
ment as to lay it. To this end the city should 
be zoned for heavy traffic, which should be 
routed along streets whose pavements are 
made strong enough to bear it. As it is now, 
heavy traffic wanders at will through all 
streets and imposes terrific punishment on 
thoroughfares never intended to withstand 
such weights, 

A further measure to conserve paving on 
downtown streets would be the conditioning 
of lanes, so that delivery vehicles could use 
these exclusively. 


A Great Industrial Asset

The contrast with conditions in this most 
favored section of the Dominion is striking. 
And significant, alike from the standpoint of 
household comfort and industrial operations. 
In this province no person within reach of a 
gas main has to let his house grow chilly or 
close down his factory. The gas supply is un- 
limited. 

Albertans are made conscious of the 
home comfort and security they thus enjoy, 
when they read about fuel scarcities else- 
where. But it is doubtful if they are equally 
aware of the advantage which abundant nat- 
ural gas affords in operating an industrial 
plant, and therefore of the inducement it 
offers for the establishing of manufacturing 
concerns in this province. That inducement 
cannot be too clearly recognized nor too 
strongly stressed. 

No part of Canada can claim to have all 
the conditions which would make an ideal 
setting for all types of industrial develop- 
ment. But Alberta has a fair share of other 
favoring conditions and in addition the unique 
advantage of an unlimited supply of natural 
gas, winter and summer, day and night. That 
can be made a powerful factor in building up 
manufacturing enterprise here. 


Centre Boulevards 
A notice of motion has been presented to 
the Edmonton city council which will seek to 
remove all centre boulevards on city streets. 
It is well that the matter is to be prasent- 


ed, Some definition of policy in this regard 


is overdue. But a blanket resolution eschew- 
ing centre boulevards altogether is perhaps 
too sweeping and inclusive, 

The centre boulevard may be a nuisance 
and a traffic hazard under some conditions 
and a traffic safeguard under certain other 
conditions 

For instance, on any stretch of highway 
where a comparatively high rate of traffic 
speed is permitted and desirable, the centre 
boulevard tends to keep vehicles on their own 
side of the road, and thus prevents collisions. 
It is good modern practice to use centre 
boulevards on such highways. An excellent 
example is the extent of roadway from Tor- 
onto towards Hamilton, Experience has 
shown that the centre boulevard here has 
been a traffic asset. 

In residential areas, too, where the road 
is sufficiently wide and traffic not too con- 
sted, the centre highway is a scenic advan.

To Join or Not to Join 

The Newfoundland national convention 
ruled out confederation with Canada. Specif- 
ically, the members of the convention turned 
down a proposal that the question be placed 
on the ballot papers when Newfoundlanders 
vote next May to decide what is to be the 
future form of government of the colony. The 
convention vote was 29 to 16, decisive in 
itself, but leavnig room for doubt that it rep. 
resents public opinion. 

Apparently that ends the matter, but it 
may not. The Dominions office at London will 
decide finally as to what alternatives are to 
be put before the electors. It is quite possible 
that the pro-vote in the convention will be 
taken as large enough to forbid leaving the 
confederation proposal off the ballots. It 
seems even improbable that any other alter- 
native which obtained equal support in the 
convention would be omitted from the list 
submitted to the voters. 

Canadians are of course only interested 
observers of the controversy. Neither of- 
ficially nor otherwise has any attempt been 
made on behalf of Canada to influence the 
outcome, which should rest solely with the 
Newfoundlanders. What may be hoped— 
surely without offence—is that the decision 
may be reached in such way, and with such 
unanimity, as will leave no ground for future 
dissatisfaction among them. Whether they 
join Canada or do not join, their conditions 
will be happier if the course adopted has 
overwhelming support.

figure of 7,276,

10,507 young men 
and women to en-

each year. The enrolment this year 
is only 7,823, 

This means that the 
shortage is not only bad at present, 
but promises to become worse.
